LOMDON, Apiil 9 —When the Suppers' 


federation beat the Seamen h union a 
year ago on the question of emploj ing 
nonunion men as well as unionists 
the offieials of the federation made no 
sccict of their intention to follow up 
their vietoiy at the earliest favorable 
moment by inaugurating agenctalie 
duction of wages. They declared that 
wages had been raised from 80 to 40 per 
cent since 1888 without any good reason 
therefor, and they proposed to restore 
tho old rate as soon as possible 


It looks as if tho opportunity to cariy 


out this plan had now come, and those 
familiar w ith the situation say that a 
big struggle is impending The north- 
ern ports of England are crowded with 
idle steamers, and lor some time past 
the federation owners have been quietly 
shipping the few crews required, in- 
eluding unionists, at reduced wages 
No complaint has come from the men 
themselves as they seemed glad to get 
work at any terms, but the local unions 
being nppused of tho situation have 
held meetings to eousidir the outloolt,

An Old Case Bevived.

Mr. Elaine Not an Aspirant for the 


Presidency. 


ITWOULDBECOHSTBUCTIYE SUICIDE, 


And Life is Too Full of Congenial 


Work and Happiness to be Sacri- 


ficed to Ambition—A Candid 


Statement. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 9.—The Times 


this morning prints the following from 
a staff correspondent at Washington: 
If any answer had been needed to the 
anonymous story that Secretary Bluine 
was complaining that he had been 
badgered and hounded by friends of 
President Harrison into writing his 
celebrated letter declining to be a can 
didate for president, Mr. Elaine himself 
answered it to-day. Nobody here pre- 
tended to believe the story, save a few 
of those who are so anxious to get some 
name to 
use ngainst the growing 


strength of Harrison that they are will- 
ing-to put Mr. Elaine forward in the 
attitude of a weak creature without the 
courage to withstand pressure, or the 
manliness to abide the consequences of 
his own acts. 


In the course of a conversation with 


a representative of the Times and one 
of the leading physicians of the coun- 
try, who has occasionally attended the 
secretary, the physician remarked: "I 
see some of the newspapers continue 
to connect your name with the presi- 
dency, Mr. Secretary." 


Promptly, as one answers a question 


upon which he has done deliberating, 
Mr. liluineresponded: "Thepresident's 
pflice is a most laborious and exhaust- 
ing one. Ifc has no vice, no alternate 
substitute upon whose shoulders he can 
share responsibility. There is a vice- 
president, but our scheme of govern- 
ment does not permit him to assume the 
powers and duties of the president, ex- 
cept in case of the death, removal, res- 
ignation or disability of the president. 
It does not contemplate the vice-presi- 
dent us an occasional acting president 
for a day or two or a week or two, when 
the miin who has, been elected to that 
ofllco may need rest and row-ration. 


"The presidency is an office without 


.step. I am now (ii years old. and al- 
though you have told me and I believe 
that in heart, lungs, kidneys or other- 
wise, I am -free from organic disease, 
suffering only from torpidity of the 
liver, I do not believe that if I were to 
be inaugurated president I would live 
out my term. I find life too full of con- 
genial work and too full of happiness to 
feel called upon or inclined to throw 
it away. If I were assured, therefore, 
of a nomination and election to the 
presidency. [ could not accept it. At 
my age. and with my temperament, and 
knowing what the effect of a long life 
of exhausting labor has been upon my 
vitality, it would be constructive sui- 
cide *' 


The secretary spoke ' with the em- 


phasis of perfect candor, and with an 
apparent desire only to make himself 
definitely understood.
